Colonel A. Williams, ex-Mayor of 


this city, died at the residence of his 
son-in-law, Benjamin H. Wyman, 
corner of Bay Place and New Broad- 
way ,at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The deceased was elected to the hon- 
orable position of Mayor of Oakland 
in 1857, and was re-elected the fol- 
lowing year. During the last five 
years he had been residing in bis na- 
tive State, New York; but growing 
old and infirm, he left the East sev- 
eral months since and arrived in this 
city, for the purpose of enjoying the 
mildness of a California Winter. 
The overland trip was too much for 
his weak constitution to bear, and he 
contracted on the journey that fell 
disease, pneumonia, which yesterday 
caused his death, nt the age of sev- 
entv-nine years. Mr. Williams was 
a highly-cuHured gentleman, and 
much respected by all who knew 
him. He was the stepfather of Bret 
Harte, the humorist, who, it is said, 
is largely indebted to the deceased 
for whatever he has of culture and 
intellectual Anish.
